FRIENDS TO WAIT OUTSIDE IN AUTO 


Bdward Taylor, an ex-convict, now in the 
county jail, made a confession yesterday aft- 
ernoon to Assistant State’s Attorney Victor 
P. Arnold, Lieutenant of Detectives Robert 
A. Patten of Pittsburg, and Detective Ser- 
geant Coan of central detective bureau. In 
bie statement he laid bare names, time, and 
@ wealth of small detail regarding: 


The diamond robbery in the residence 
of Mrs. William Thaw in Pittsburg. 

The sensational Alberti jewel robbery 
on Milwaukee avenue, in this city. ° 

A delivery plot for the release of Maurice 
Enright, charged with the murder of Vin- 
cent Altman and William Gentleman, from 
the county jail. 


So startling was the confession that the 
authorities were at first inclined to doubt it 
A tew hours’ investigation. however, led them 
to give to it considerable credence. 


Offers to Lead Way to “Fence.” 

The doubt of Taylor story's was due to 
his motive for telling it. He agreed, if re- 
leased, to deliver the plotters into the hands 
ef the authorities, to take them to the Chi- 
cago “ fence,” which has bought much of 
the robber band’s loot, and to try and locate 


hidden. 

Taylor also is known as Frank Edwards. 
He has. a forgery record. He was arrested 
by thé police some time ago while coming 
from the room of a guest in the Palmer 
house. When searched a key was found 
“which fitted the room of Norman Strauss. : 
Strauss is a New York diamond salesman. 
He was in the Alberti store on Milwaukee 
avenue the morning when a gang of four 
robbers drove up to the store in an auto- 
mobile, bound itg occupants, and escaped 
with $20.000 in jewelry. Malf of the loot 
belonged to Strauss. 

The arrest of|Taylor was made following 
the robbery. ' He was questioned about the 
key, but he denied all complicity in the 
theft. ‘ 


Writes to Pitteburg Police. 

A week or so ago he wrote a letter to the 
Pittsburg police. In it he promised to dis- 
close the whereabouts of the Thaw diamonds. 
In response to this letter Lieut. Robert A. 
Patten came to Chicago. 

Taylor was then taken before the authori- 
ties. A stenographer took his statement. 

He named Martin Thorsen as the moving 
spirit in the Thaw burglary and the Alberti 
burglary. Thorsen is now in the county jail 
under indictment for the Alberti robbery. 
He also charged Thorsen with originating the 
plot for the jail delivery of Buright. He did 
not say whether or not Thorsen was to be 
included in the jail delivery, but the police 
believe he was. 

His statement indicated @ community of 
interest between the jewel thieves and the 
labor sluggers, who, he sald, were pals and 
were to work the jail delivery together. 


Other Men Are Implicated. 
Taylor mentioned other names in the al- 
leged Enright plot, among them being a jail 
“trusty,” two friends of Thorsen, and sev- 
eral of Enright’s slugger friends He said 
Enright’s pals were to wait in an automo- 
mile to race Enright from the jail after 
he had sawed his way through the bars of 
his cell. The saws were to have ‘been 
slipped to him by the “trusty.” A revolver 
was to have been given him through the 
game agency. 

Tells of Thaw Robbery.

EDISON COMPANY 
BACKS ‘L’ MERGER 


Detail of $6,000,000 Guarantee 

. by Power Company and - 

Associates of Consol- 
idation Plan. 


SHOWS INTERESTS ALLIED 


Participation by Street. Railways 
Confirms Prospects for Gen- 
eral Combination in 
the Future. 


Important new details of the pian by which 
the merger of the Chicago elevated roads Is 
to be carried through, showing the intimate 
relation bet ween this merger and the 
tive merger of all elevated and surface lines 
in Chicagé, were made public yesterday 
afternoon. 

In this consolidation the Commonwealth 
Edison company looms up as a powerful 
factor. 

Before it was possible to raise the $80,000,- 
000 on the notes of the Chicago Blevated raii- 
Ways company and the $16,000,000 
the sale of the preferred stock, the National 
City bank of New York with the others of 
the syncicate required a guarantees that the 
money furnished would be repaid within a 
reasonable time. This was simply @ con- 
tingent insurance against loss. 

It wae agreed, therefore, with Samvel In- 
sull, president of the Commonwealth Edison 
eompany, that the latter corporation would 
stand behind the.guarantee to the extent of 
$6.000,000, which it agreed to pay to the Ne- 
tional City bank in the event of the elevated 
merger not carrying. 

Gives Option on Preferred. 

It was furtier agreed that in the event of 
the Commonwealth Edison paying over this 
sum, it might exercise the option of pur- 
chasing the entire $16,000,000 preferred at 125, 
less the $6,000,000 already paid in. In that 
event the electric company would take the 
entire $16.000,000 preferred, less, of coupe, 
the amount distributed to the old stockhold- 
ers in connection with the plan for giving 
them 30 per cent of the purchase price of the 
stock in new preferred, along with a 24 per 
cent common bonus, 

The Commonwealth Edison would thereby 
seoure centrol of the elevated lines, But 
aesociated with it are the Chicago Railways 
compeny and the Chicago City Railway com- 
pany. By the plan these concerns share in 
the $6,000,000 guarantee fund with the Com- 
monwealth. This indicates how close is the 
prospect of the consolidation of the surface 
and elévated lines, depending apparently on 


erger Success Seems Asrured. 

Further than indicating the relations of the 
big power company and the surface lines 
With the hew elevated consolidation, the 
guarantee plan is not of particular interest, 
inasmuch a8 the sucoéss of the elevated 
merger Seetms assured. Not only are the 
$80,000,000 of notes practically all sold, but 
the $16,000,000 preferred along with the $20,- 
000,000 common which is to be issued (5,000,- 
000 remaining unissued) is largely subscrived. 
There seems, then, only the faintest possi- 
biNty that the guarantee plan will be called 
into actual service. 

How readily the plan could have been car- 
rieqd through had the immediate sale not 
been successful is shown by the fact that the 
three companies are behind it. There are 
three years for the carrying out of the plan— 
for which reagon the notes were made three 
year securities. 

While ultimately the Commonwealth Edl- 
son may become a part of a great electric 
power and light monopoly in Chicago, this 
development is not yet determined, nor will 
it be for some time. | 

In ahy event provision will be made for 
the securing of exclusive contracts for fur- 
nishing power for all the traction lines for 
the next thirty years. This perioa ocorre- 
sponds with the life of the company’s fan- 


chise.

Even the weather promises to be moder- 
ately for Chicago's sanest Fourth of July. 
A rippiiag wind from the west broke the 
back of the heat wave at 8:30 o'clock last 
night. The mercury dropped like a plummet 
until the thermometer registered 80 degrees 
at 10 o'clock in the evening. In. the after- 
noon it had registered 90.5—the hottest day 
in the year, the third hoteast inthe city’s 
history. i 

Eleven men and women had died and buria! 
permits had been issued for eighteen babies 
before the welcome relief came. 

To the day's appalling list of heat fata} 
ties may be added a drowning and a suicide, 
ome heat crazed man laping to his death 
from the fifteen floor of the Masonic temple. 


Hottest Night on Record. 

Sunday night had shown a minimum of 
82, the hottest night in the history of Chi- 
cago. 

From then on the mercury climbed higher 
and higher. At hoon it had reached 97, at 
1 o’clock 98, at 2 o'clock 08. Forty-five min 
utes later it reached 90%, and there is clung 
for an hour before beginning its slow de- 
scent. 

Only twice before has this been done. On 
July 21, 1001, the record day at the Chicago 
bureau it reached 108 and later on just 100. 
July 3, 1011, lo the bottest day eo far in the 
year. 


Whole Country Feels Heat. 
The whole of the country east of the Rocky 
mountains yesterday sweltered under the 
heat wave. Temperatures running from 96 
to 111 were recorded in fifty-eight cities. 
Scores of deaths resulted. 
The federal weather bureau at Washington 
last night predicted the most oppressive and 
sweltering Fourth of July for the whole 
country that has been experienced in a dec- 
ade. After a careful study of the weather 
maps the officials said no hope for relief 
could be discovered. 
Local thunder showers may alleviate suf- 
fering in some sections, but they will be 
showers by'blest chance, for no indications 
of rain are anywhere to be seen. 
The suffering is increased by a drought 
that practically has been unbroken except 
in the south Atlantic and east gulf states.

There Was no such crowd in the loop dis- 

trict as may usually be foundat noon. Many 
took a threé day vacation over Sunday and 
the Fourth. Of those left few remained in 
the broiling sfPeets longer than necessary for 
lunch, but loftered in the lobbies of the big 
puildings or sought the leke breeze they 
could not get. 

The parks.and the country ctubs were 
thronged all through the day and the even- 
ing. Thousands forsook their homes and 
tried to find a breath of fresh air in the parks, 
clustering about the edges of the lagoons. 
The bathing beaches filled early and late 
into the night were still covered with people. 
The lake steamers were weighted with as 
many people as the government inspectors 
would allow to go aboard. 

But the real suffering was in the congest- 
ed districte of the west side, the north west, 
and the southwest.

FEELS HEAT WAVE 


Fifty-eight Cities Report Tem- 
peratures Which Range 
- Above 98 Degrees. 


NEWARK, N. J. ON TOP. 


Eight Deaths Result of Record 
Breaking Day When Mer- 
eury Reaches 111. 


Heat records were set in scores of cities 
throughout the country yesterday, the day 
being the hottest which ever had been fek 
in such widely separated sections in years. 

The southern and gulf states were cooler 
than most of those in the north. 

Deaths and prostrations were reported by 
the dozens, the total number of victims run- 
ning imto the scores. The heat also was the 
cause of many suicides, and in Brooklyn one 
man was shot and killed by a policeman after 
he had attempted to kill many persons while 
insane. 

Newark, N. J., reported the hottest day of 
any of the larger cities in the country. There 
a thermometer on the street level registered 
111 degrees. This was four degrees higher 
than has been registered at any time there 
since the weather bureau started. Eight 
deaths and scores of prostrations occurred 
there.

So far the sound 6f a firecracker, toy pistol 
or other variety of fireworks has not been 
heard in Washington, arid no child has been 
able to purchase them within the city. To- 
morrow the only fireworks set off will be at 
public displays under the supervision of mu- 
nicipal officials. 

This will be Washington’s third sane 
Fourth. Two years ago thesale of fireworks 
was restricted by police regulation to small 
firecrackers There were a few injuries from 
this source, but no deaths. 


Cuts Out All Fireworks. 

Atchison, Kas., July 3.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Cc. D. Walker published a proclamation to- 
day forbidding the use of all kinds of fire- 
works and explosives within the city limits 
tomorrow and instructed the police te arrest 
any violators. The proclamation was 
prompted by the extreme dry weather end 
consequent great danger from fire. The more 
dangerous forms of noise makets are for- 
bidden by an ordinance passed several years 
ago and amended two years ago to make it 
more stringent.

Miss Alia Itter, a young nurse recently re- 
cruited from Lansing, Mich., had some difi- 
culty with a patient Saturday morning and 
attempted to place the patient in seclusion, 
or solitary confinement. She was reproved 


i by Dr. Eberline, who said that no attend- 


ant had a right to take summary action of 


that sort and should consult the physicianin — 


charge.

consulting a member of the staff,” retorted 
the young woman. 

Then Miss Itter, according to Dr: Pe 
cival, began making indiscriminate charges 
against the nurses in cottage wards Nos. 1, 
8, and 5, where she had been detailed to 
help for a time. 

Gossip Leade to Inquiry, 

Miss Itter’s swan were tattied around 
until they reached Fannie 8. Jones, the 
head nurse. who communicated them to Dr. 
Pecival and an investigation was begun. In 
those t hree wards are employed nurses who 
have long been in the service. All denied 
Miss Itter’s statements, and Miss Jones end 
Dr. Pecival had arranged to place a trusted 
nurse among the suspects to establish the 
truth or faleity of the charges when Bartzen 
conducted an investigation of his own during 
the absence of Dr. Pecival on Sunday after- 
noon. 

The upshot of this was that Bartzen yes- 
terday suspended Attendant Harry Penfield 
and Edward Brennan because Fred Wélde- 
myer, a patient, was found with a bruise of 
his left side. The indications are that Bren- 
nan inflicted the bruise. He also appeared 
in an intoxicated condition on the grounds. 


Penfield punched a violent negro named . 


George Ransom, who tried to stab the at- 
tendant with a file point. 


Bartzen Asks for Affidavit. 

Armed with so much information, Bartzen 
yesterday phoned to Pecival the threat to 
“clean out the place” and instructed the 
euperintendent to have Miss Itter make affi- 
davit to the charges against the women at- 
tendants. But Miss Itter showed obstinacy 
and regret and refused te attach her signa- 
ture to the charges or swear to the names of 
the women involved. 

Subsequently Dr. Pecival discharged At- 
tendant Joseph Allison for “ punching ” pa- 
tients In the dinner line, and suspended At- 
tendants J. Conway and G. McGrath for in- 
toxication. Several of the nurses are re- 
ported to have resigned because of the con 
flict of authority.

Commissioner Kellermann said at ene stage 
in the debate that “the judge wants quick 
action” in this voting machine matter. At 
another point the chairman brought the name 

‘of Judge Owens into the debate by saying in 
reference to a proposition of Commissioner 
Czarnecki: ““I would want to consult with 
the judge before favoring that.”’ 

‘Complains of “Quick Action.” 

The International Voting Machine com- 
pany in its protest to the board complained 
bitterly of the “ quick action ’’ of the board. 
One part of their statement says that the 
board ‘proceeded to purchase voting devices 

“ without giving us a chance to be heard, al- 
though our attorney demanded such a hear- 
ing onthe day that the action was taken, and 
was faithfully promised such a hearing by 
the judge of the County court of Cook county, 
under whose instructions this board is sup- 
posed to be acting; and‘aleo by Commissioner 
Taylor, who agreed to notify our attorney 
over the phone before any action was taken, 
which notice he neglected to give.’’ 

“So far as I am concernedthat state- 
ment is absolutely false,’’ said Commissioner 
Taylor. “‘i never promised him a hearing.

The protest concluded with a statement 
that unless the board rescinds its action the

property interests in court; for nearly $4009,- 
000 had been spent in perfecting the machine 
criticised. ~ 

President Kellermann said that the board 
action was based upon the report of the 
experts. 

“ That largely influenced my action,” added 
Commissioner Taylor. “But I made an in- 
vestigation of my own with the experts.” 

* How much time did you spend on my ma- 
chine,” asked L. R. Winslow. 

“Three or four days,” answered Dr. Tay- 


Half Hour for Examination. 

“‘The experts spent time of three days 
on my machine, and you were absent from 
thé city on two of those days, and you were 
in the room on the third day less than an 
hour,” said Mr. Winslow. “I should say 
you spent about half an hour looking over it."’

NAVAL PRIZE BILL ADVANCES | 


Passes Its Second Reading in the 


British House of Commons. 
LONG DEBATE ON MEASURE. 


United States’ Attitude as Great Neutral 


LONDON, July 3.—The naval prize bill. 
which is tantamount to approval of the dec- 
laration of London, the international agree- 
ment covering prizes in naval warfare, 
passed its second reading in the’ house of 
commong today. An amendment to defer 
consideration of the bill until reported on 
by a committee of experts was defeated after 
prolonged debate by a vote of 301 to 281 

The feature of the debate was Sir Edward 
Grey's speech in support of the bill, in which 
he referred to the attitude of the United 
States. 

Question of Sinking a Ship, 

He argued that, ag that country holds the 
view that “‘ under restricted conditions sink- 
ing should be allowed, it would be uselese to 
attempt to bring in a law abolighing it. 

The United States, he insisted, would nof 
have signed the declaration of London if 
it believed ip time of war its commerce would 
be interfered with. , 

“The United States,” said Sir Edward. 
“has been no reluctant party to signing 
the declaration of London and the prize 
court convention. It has taken a deep inter- 
est in promoting the establishment of an 
intermational prize court, and in ite view 
acceptance of the declaration of London is 
essential to the guecessful working of an 
internationa] prige court. 


Unele Sam Great Neutral Power. 

” The belief that the United States govern- 
ment regards the policy of a prize court con 
vention and the declaration of London with 
indifference is a dangerous misapprehensio 
which it would remove if we werent war with 
@® continental power. 

“ That continental power, knowing perfect- 
ly well the risk and desiring te avoid the 
danger of any fricton with the United States, 
the great maritime neutra) power interested

President Declares Himself 
Strongly in Speeches on 
Way to Indiana. 


‘TALKS TWICE IN MARION. 


‘Indorses Aldrich Currency Plan 
and Move for Arbitra- 
tion Treaties. 


Marion, Ind., July 8.—[{Special.J—President 
Taft was given a warm welcome by Marion 
late this afternoon. Big delegations from 
surrounding counties came on to join in 
greeting the nation’s chief executive. 

The president's train was late in arriving, 
the schedule being disarranged by stops for 
speeches along the route from Cleveland. 
There Mr. Taft, speaking from the platform 
of his car, made a strong plea for the pres- 
ervation of life by elimination of old ‘time 
methods of celebrating the Féurth. 

“ We consult statistics in America because 
we believe that they prove whet a great 
people we are.” said the president. “ They 
are much more useful when they show us 
our defects. 

“Statistics show the terrible loss to the 
ehildren in life and limb because of an insane 
und foolish observance of the nationa! holi- 
day. When we think of the way in which the 
Fourth of July has been observed in the past 
and of the terrible consequences, it ought to 
make us blush that we have not taken means 
to stop it. 

“T am reminded of the mother who had 
five children and said, ‘ With the plague of 
their living and the fear of their dying I 
shall go crazy.’ It is our duty to rid the 
mothers of the country of all future anxiety 
by the passing of ordinances forbidding the 
cannon cracker. the toy pistol, and all other 
menaces to childhood.”

Senator Lea of 
Tennessee has been able to attend only a 
few séstions so far because of weakness su- 
perinduced by his action in giving much of 
his blodd to Mrs. Lea, who was on the 
point of death.

War of 1812 Might Have Been Avoided 

“The war of 1812 might certainly have 
been avoided by afbitration. The ques- 
tions there pregented were questions all of | 
which™have been settled, by the judgment of . 
mankind, in favor of our side of the con- 
troversy. é 

“The war with Mexico—though there is 
some dispute over this—was one of the cues- 
tions capable of solution by an impartial | 
tribunal. Whether the civil war could have 
been avoided is a difficult question to an- | 
sewer. When slavery has become imbedded | 
in the social fiber of a country it is possible | 
only an excision by a war knife can remove 
the cancer. 

“Nor shall Y attempt to answer a similar | 
question as to the Spanish war. It is one 
of those instances of interna! dissensions like 
the civil war; and yet I believe the submis- |. 
sion of the issues to a tribunal might have | 
affected Spain's treatment of Cuba in such | 
a way that we could have avoided a resort 
to arme. 

“The awful consequences to two heavily | 
armed countries under modern conditions of | 
war have been a great deterrent of war: but 
the irresponsibility of men claiming to be | 
patriots and desiring to overturn existing 
governments where law and order are not 
well ‘established, has led to a great deal of 
guerrilla warfare and to the suffering of in- 
nocent people, who find-no real principle in- 
volved in the two contending parties except 
that of ambition for power. 

“ I look upon an arbitration treaty as a self- 
denying ordinance—as a seif-restricting obif- 
gation.” % 

Indorses Aldrich Currency Plan. 

The president told the bankers that the 
Alérich currency plan could not be regarded 
as a political measure and should have the 
support of men of all political parties. 

“I have said that upon three issues I can
